More Fires Are Observed Between Canal du Nord 


And Lower Part of Hindenburg Line, Indicat- 
ing the Germans Are Evacuating It. 


ADVANCE ON CHEMIN DES DAMES MADE 


(By United Press) 


Berlin (via London), Sept. 7.—Withdrawal in 


Picardy was reported by the war office today. 
An American attack northeast of Fismes was re- 
pulsed, it was announced today. 


With the British Army in France, Sept. 7.— 


Haig's advance toward St. Quentin continued to- 
day as the British moved forward. More fires are 
observed between the Canal du Nord and the low- 
er part of the Hindenburg line, indicating the Ger- 
mans are evacuating it. 


The drive hinges on Havrincourt wood. Dur- 


ing the night 1 16 prisoners were gathered in and 
300 were picked up yesterday, making a total of 
18,816 since September 1. 


Prisoners taken in masses reported the Ger- 


mans have put French civilians to work repairing 
the old German-French line near Armentieres, 
building concrete dugouts.

sent him to the American 


college at Koine and in ISli:! he w;is 
made Doctor of Divinity.

American college and became rector 
in 1SC8. 


He presided over the college for 


ten years when his health began to 
fail and 
he was sent back to the 


i.'nited States. In recognition of hi.s 
work at the American college, Pope 
I'ins IX appointed 
Bishop Chatard 


one oi' the chamberlains of the papal 
court and presented him with a gold 
medal of excellent design. 


In 1S7S he was appointed to the 


bishopric oF the see of Vincennes, 
Intl. lie was consecrated bishop in 
Home by Cardinal Kranchi on Mav 
12, 18-iS. and when he 
arrived 
at 


Vincennes. Aug. 11, of that year, 
practically the entire city turned 
out to welcome him. 


Vincenncs remained his home until
